BUBBOCNDED BY flit PASKING 
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The Governor-General 

T HE APPOINTMENT of Mr. Roland Michener to 
succeed the late General Vanier as governor- 
general is not unexpected, but official announcement 
of his elevation will be well accepted all across the 
nation. It would be difficult to find anyone better fitted 
to be the Incumbent at Rideau Hall. 

As the third Canadian in succession to assume the 
vice-regal post his accession also confirms the policy 
of naming a native-born son to represent the Queen 
in her Canadian domain. It is most unlikely now to 
be departed from; nor should this country ever lack 
a personage whose career, character and individual 
merit stamps him as an appropriate choice for such a 
high role. 

Mr. Michener qualifies amply on all of these 
counts. His private and, nubil e life has embraced the 
law, business practice, provincial eahinet mlnbier, 
Speaker of the Commons, and responsible diplomat. 
Hig present post as Canadian high commissioner in 
India, where he has been a distinct arflbasaadorial 
success, has reflected the personal impact of a man of 
culture and fine attainment. "* • 

In the Commons, where his new appointment was 
unanimously acclaimed, he is remembered for his 
aptitude and impartiality as Speaker over a period of ; 
five years, during which he was an outstanding 
example of the tact, wisdom and parliamentary know¬ 
ledge which this post demands. Combined with hit 
more recent experience in Commonwealth diplomatic 
circles this has undoubtedly weighed considerably with 
the prime minister in his selection as governor-general. 

It is Interesting to note that Mr. Pearson has 
crossed party lines in naming Mr. Michener to the 
vice-regal post, as did Mr. Diefenbaker when he chose 
General Vanier to occupy Rideau Hall. This is most 
apposite, since the governor-general is neutral and 
above the rivalries of party politics. 

The new governor-general, who will return to 
Canada next week to be sworn in, is quoted as 
saying that his appointment Is "rather an awesome 
prospect’* That will be an innate modesty speaking, 
for his career justifies the expectation that he will 
be an admirable representative of the Queen. Both he 
and Mrs. Michener, face an arduous program In rela¬ 
tion to the national centennial and the presence of 
several heads of state at Expo 67, but the protocol 
and requirements of playing host to many distin- 
q Lushed visitors, including the Queen herself, will not 
find them wanting in any degree.

I N VIEW OF ADMIRAL of the Fleet Earl Mount- 
batten of Burma’* clarification of his views on 
integration of armed services’ commands and admini¬ 
stration it becomes clear that those who have 
maintained he approves of the Canadian concept of 
unification have distorted his theories to suit their own 
ends. 

In the Colonist of Wednesday Lord Louis, as he 
was popularly known to every nsKn of hM.wsrtme 
integrated Combined Operations and Southeast Asia 
Commands, states his position plainly. 

‘‘In the British reorganization care has been taken 
to preserve esprit de corps and morale and those 
tradition* which help to maintain this tn the services 
and fighting units. 

“It has been accepted that to achieve this the 
three services must retain their uniform* and ranks 
with an identifiable professional bead of their service. 
The idea of a single uniform and rank structure was 
also rejected as undesirable and unnecessary." 

In the light of these unequivocal expressions of 
opinion it is clearly no longer possible for the pro¬ 
ponents of unification which will destroy the identi¬ 
ties of the three arms of the Canadian military to 
insist that Lord Louis is the father of the plan or that 
he has given the minister of national defence a nod 
of approval. 

On the contrary, he has in effect denounced the 
Canadian experiment as something already considered 
and rejected by the United Kingdom’s planners. 

Mr. James Jackson, writing authoritatively in 
Saturday Night makes this observation: "What in 
effect Mr. Hellyer has done is to announce that he 
intends to destroy the pattern of custom and procedure 
by which over 100,000 men work and to a very great 
extent live, to describe what he intends to substitute 
only in vague and implicitly menacing terms ... 

"It’s all too reasonable in such uncertainty for 
servicemen to wonder what the future holds for them. 
It's all too reasonable for them to suppose that Mr. 
Hellyer differs from his predecessors only in one point: 
that while they ignored the military for political con¬ 
venience, he is manipulating It for political gain.” 

This is devastating criticism from a writer who 
professes to admire the minister’s management of his 
unification campaign, the “nimble footwork” of his 
aides and his propagandizing generally. 

He adds: "Evidence suggests that Mr. Hellyer 
favors enthusiastic obedience over dissenting advice, 
and if this leads to the subversion of the new profes¬ 
sionals the future (for the armed forces) will be 
bleak.” 

Evidence, it Is submitted, does rather more than 
"suggest” this atitude on the part of the minister. 
The wholesale dismissals and retirements of those who 
dared ts disagree with his methods, the unrest and 
uncertainty of all rank* in all services that have re¬ 
sulted, and the sad state of deficiency in personnel 
point clearly to a disastrous trend. 

Perhaps It is not too late to canvass the opinion 
of the men in the services themselves to discover, by 
secret ballot, their honest views cm the new military 
structure, including the single service and the common 
uniform themes. 

But this the ambitious minister would never dare 
to contemplate, In spite of the fact that he contends the 
only opposition to his plans cornea from the higher 
ranks of officers too bound by tradition to countenance 
any change.

Battle Lines Drawn 


As the annual competition 
from American trawler* be¬ 
gan to bite into fishing profit* 
going to OUie, Ecuador and 
Peru, the three nations in 1*52 
extended their territorial 
waters to 200 miles and 
thereby drew lines of battle. 

Skirmishes between U.S. 
fishermen and authorities of 
the three foreign countries 
became regular yearly hap¬ 
penings with the Americana 
being arrested and fined for 
fishing without licence*. The 
U.S. government would cus¬ 
tomarily compensate the fish¬ 
ermen who all the time 
claimed they were in interna¬ 
tional waters. 

The routine of this mari¬ 
ner*’ merry-go-round recently 


underwent a change when 
Washington implied that for¬ 
eign aid reprisals would be 
enacted unless the seizure of 
American vtiieli stopped. 
Th# threat precipitated diplo¬ 
matic indignation and strained 
relations with Ecuadar and 
Peru. 

President Fernando Be- 
launde Terry of Peru may 
boycott the summit over the 
row. 

What aggravate* matters 
even more Is a long standing 
feud between Bolivia and 
Chile. Bolivia’s President 
Rene Bariento* has already 
served notice that he’ll shun 
the meeting because the 
agenda does not provide for a 
discussion of his country's 
landlocked status. 


Problem Festers 


At on* time La Pai con¬ 
trolled several hundred miles 
of Pacific coast. But through 
political jockeying and minor 
military confrontations, Chile 
wrested the region now rich In 
saltpeter deposits, 

The Bolivians yearn for a 
harbor of their own and would 
like at least a corridor 
through Chile to the sea. The 
problem continues to fester 
because of Bolivians living in 
the area once part of their 
native country. At any mo¬ 
ment they could decide to join 
Bolivia. 

The U.S. maintains that 
territorial waters extend only 
three mi lea off South 
America. Yet, the Coast 
Guard a few weeks ago 


arrested the mailer of a 
Russian trawler. He was later 
fined 110.000 for ‘‘poaching’’ 
within six miles of the Alas¬ 
kan coast. 

Since March 15, Americans 
have been enforcing a federal 
law passed last October ex¬ 
tending U.S. fishing rights 
from the okl three-mile limit 
to 12 miles.

pregnant associated in soma cases with resentment at the 
nerd for delay in marriage and the establishment of a home. 

‘‘Similarly some Immature men felt that parenthood 
would prove they were adults and pregnancy was the ultimate 
weapon against those who persisted in treating them as 
children,” th* Journal said. 

"For girls pregnancy was in some cases a means of pun¬ 
ishing parents, or boy friend, or self. Some desired to cement 
an insecure relationship and a few, more deeply disturbed, 
seemed to have a compulsive desire to become pregnant for 
pregnancy’s sake.”

But price increases, averag¬ 
ing 4.6 per cent across the econ¬ 
omy. reduced the real terms of 
the growth to 5.9 per cent. 

On this basis. 1966 was a year 
of slightly slower growth than 
1965, when price increases aver¬ 
aging 2.8 per cent brought a 
GNP increase at 9.9 per cent 
down to a gain of C.9 per cant 
in real terms. The 1965 GNP 
was 151 966.000.000

It has not been putrHilzed but a very highly emotional 
scene tuck place last week between British prime minister 
Harold Wiisun and a member of parliament. 

The dispute waa over Wilson’e decision to bomb the 
Torrey .Canyon, the wrecked tanker that was hung up on a 
reel off Lands* End. 

The MP had come out against the bombing and was 
called Into Wilson's office tor a serious chewing out Wilson 
angrily told the MP that Ma speech about suspending the 
bombing at the Torrey Canyon had given aid end c omfo rt to 
the oil that was still left In the stricken ship. 

The MP retorted that on the contrary, by bombing the 
tanker the Prime Minister was spreading the oil rather than 
containing it, and he was inviting wider and wider slicks all 
the time. 

e e * 

The Prime Minister told the MP that he had done 
everything possible to find some other solution to the tanker 
pmUem, but the oil wasn't responding. The Prime Minister • 
said he was witling to stop the bombing if tie oil in the 
tanker stopped infiltrating the beaches and coastline. 

Wilson pointed out that he did not put the tanker an ths 
reef, and if he had his choice be might never have put it 
there. But since it was there be had no option but to bomb It. 

The Prime Minister produced a poll rinsing that 85 per 
oent at all the British people supported him In his war 
against ths oil and many called tor heavier air raids rather 
then a lessening of the bombing strikes. 

The MP accused the Prims Minister of upping the terms 
far finding a peaceful settlement to toe oi) slicks. 


Wilson retorted that he held off on the bombing tor one 
full week, and the broken taiiter used the time to put more 
oil on the beaches. Hs is said to have told the MP, "I used 
every detergent I could think of, but it did no good. The only 
thing ths oil responds to Is napalm” 

The MP said that the bombing, rather than weakening 
the oil slicks hss strengthened them, and the more the RAF 
bombed the tanker toe more the oil eacatotad and polluted 
toe beaches. 

The Prime Minister, Mvid with rage, said tost toe oC waa 
killing British birds and fishes and It had to bs taught a 
lesson. "Any time the oH wants to stop hassling lor shore, 
we'D stop ths bombing.”

The MP said that the Royal Air Farce had an insatiable 
sppelhe and after it got finished bombing the Turrey Canyon 
it would demand other targets to bomb including ths 
refineries where the oil was being shipped." 

Wilson said that as long as he was prims minister he 
would only permit the bombing of tankers bung up on reefs. 

The MP Wanted to know if it was true that the Prime 
Minister intended to mine Cornwall Harbor. 

"I must be allowed to keep ail by o(rtian* open,” WUsaw 
replied. 

The Prime Minister also told the MP if he persisted bi 
his stUcki on ths bombing, the UFi political carter would 
b« fbikbsd U six months. 

The MP denied a Time Magazine story tost hs called the 
Prime Mtnteta r any names. Aakad by reporters If As would 
oppose the Prime Minister in the IMS elections, the MP 
repbetf, "It's too oily to say."

Water Dying Daffs 


By M. V. CHESNI T

I think the most welcome flower of 
spring is the daffodil. There are earlier 
flowers, of course, and many are more 
varied In color, but none is so truly 
representative of spring as the daffodil. 

I should pornl out, though, that 
botanlcatiy speaking, there is no such 
thing as a daffodil — this is merely a 
term of convenience for the large- 
trumpet kinds of narcissus. A narcissus, 
In turn, gets Ms name from the same 
Greek root that gives us the s wr-d 
/'narcotic," because of the aoportflr 
’ drug Narceine contained In the Juices of 
the bulb. Fortunately for our spring 
garden display, toe RCMP don't go 
around arresting daffodil growers, hot 
try your hand at growing those other 
narcotic drugs, marijuana and toe 
oplun) poppy, and see how quickly you 
wind up In the pokey! 

A ♦ A 

There are literally thousands of 
daffodil and narcissus varieties, and 
only a specialist can know and 
recognise them all. They are divided 
Into 11 broad groupings or. classes, 
ranging ail the way from toe big 
trumpet-flowered daffs through the 
•JonquHs and the cydame&Elowered 
typet to a tiny green-flowered narcissus 
which blooms tn toe autumn — a rather 
rare creature in our part of the world- 


I don’t think there i» any more 
accommodating plant than the daffodil 
— it will gow practically anywhere. 
While it'prefers a deep and rather stiff 
soil. It will perform surprisingly well on 
light sandy loam, and while you need a 
site if full sun to secure the earliest 
flowers, you oan still grow them in light 
or partial shade, although blooming will 
be later. One of my neighbours has a 
great bed of them on the north side of a 
rock wall, and he is still picking 
bunches of the gulden flowers tong after 
they are finished In sunnier gardens; he 
gets longer stems, too. 


Anyone can grow these lovely 
flower* — once — by simply buying and 
bunging some bulbs into the ground in 
the faii of toe year. The raal trick la to 
have them come back, bigger and 
betier than ever and in ever-increasing 
ouantitles, year after year. The point to 
keep always to toe forefront of your 
mird is that toe really important time 
in the life of the bulb Is the two-month 
period after the flowers fade. Unfortu¬ 
nately. this Is tbe time — after the 
flower* finish — when we are most 
inclined to neglect our daffs. 

As I have pointed out so many times 
before, the leave* at any plant are food 
factories, powered by toe sun, manufac¬ 
turing nutrients to plump up the bulb 


for next year’s flower*, and toe whole 
trick in ensuring a repeat pertormama 
of this year’* floral display Is to keep 
the foliage green and to good operating 
condition as late into the taking as 
possible. 

AAA 

The surest way to starve your bulbc 
is to tidy up the daffodil ska after 
flowering by cutting the plants down. 
All the fertilizer in the world won't do 
the bulb* a bit of good unless the plants 
have plenty at green foliage. And white 
daffodil bulb* enjoy a rood batons in 
the sun and in dry soil during thair 
midsummer resting period, they must 
have ample moisture during the post- 
bloom period sten they are recharging 
their batteries for next year's work. 

It is a good idea too, after the 
flower* fads, to take some preroutwwi 
against the Narcissus Bulb Fly, the 
most common pest of daffs. This fly 
lays her egg* in the soil alongside the 
daffs. Mid these eggs batch info grubs 
which penetrate and feed upon the 
bulbs. 

The best weapon I have found against 
those grubs is granular diazinon, sold 
under the name Fitan's Lawn and 
Garden Insect Killer — Just sprinlde the 
granules around and between yewr daffs 
and «cratch them In shallowly. For 
daffs naturalized in rough grass, drench 
the site with liquid diazinon in water.
